as soon as 
my great grandfather became a 
US citizen, he began to vote.

of the reasons I am interested in 
the place of the Cambodian 
community in Lowell politics. 
When Vesna Nuon first won 
election to the Lowell City 
Council in 2011, he did so with 
extremely strong support from 
the precincts with the most 
Cambodian voters. In November 
2012 when Elizabeth Warren 
defeated Scott Brown in Lowell 
by 17% and in June 2013 when 
Ed Markey defeated Gabriel 
Gomez by 15%, Cambodian 
voters were a big part of their 
coalitions. 

Vesna Nuon lost his City 
Council seat in this week’s election, 
dropping from 7th place in 2011 
to 15th place in 2013. Why did 
that happen? And what about 
Van Pech, the other Cambodian 
council candidate who finished 
in 16th place in both elections?

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Cambodia Drops Further In Corruption Index

Cambodia continues to be perceived 
as one of the world's most corrupt countries 
and is considered the worst in terms of 
public-sector corruption among its Asean 
counterparts, according to Transparency 
International’s 2013 Corruption Perceptions 
Index (CPI), which was published Tuesday* 
Cambodia, alongside Eritrea and 
Venezuela, came 160th out of 177 countries 
and territories in terms of perceived cor- 
ruption in the public sector, with a score 
of just 20. A score of 1 00 represented the 
"cleanest" countries in terms of corruption, 
Cambodia’s ranking as the 17th 
most corrupt country in the world marks 
a fall of three places from its 2012 ranking 
of 157, when it scored 22 points, which 
was a slight improvement from its 2011 
score of 19* 

“The 2013 ranking confirms that the 
public sector in Cambodia continues to 
be perceived as highly corrupt;’ Transparency 
International Cambodia (TIC) said in a 
statement at the launch of the index in 
Phnom Penh. 

Regionally speaking, Cambodia fell 
two places among Asean member countries 


to occupy the lowest spot, while Burma 
saw its score rise from 15 last year to 21 
this year. Laos also improved its score 
from 21 to 26, Vietnam came in at 116th 
place with a score of 3 1 , while Singapore 
fared the best at fifth place with 86. 

Sophoan Rath, chairman of TIC’s 
board of directors, referred to the problem 
of corruption in Cambodia as a “hideous 
crime” that must be dealt with by actions 
instead of words. 

“This year’s result continues to indicate 
that corruption is a major problem that 
negatively impacts the daily lives of 
Cambodian citizens and has serious con- 
sequences for Cambodia's economic 
competitiveness,” Mr. Sophoan said in 
the statement* 

“While it is encouraging to hear the 
highest level of Cambodia’s government 
reiterating their commitment to tackle 
corruption, corrupt practices will continue 
and become even more entrenched unless 
rhetoric is matched by actions. Acknow 
lodgement and commitment are not enough 
he said. 

“Substantial reform must be taken 
in order to fight this hideous crime.”

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Family Won't File Complaint Against 
Lawmaker Over Hit-and-Run

No court complaint will be lodged 
against CPP lawmaker Cheam Yeap over 
his role in a hit-and-run car crash that left 
one woman dead and her husband in a 
serious condition in hospital, relatives of 
the injured man said Tuesday. 


Moeun Sina, the sister of Moeun 
Tha, 26, who remains in a serious condi- 
tion at Calmette Hospital after the crash 
on Friday that killed his wife Pin Sophea, 
said that the parliamentarian's lawyer had 
paid the family more than $ 1 ,000 in com- 
pensation and, therefore, no complaint 
will be lodged with the court. 
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TIC acknowledged that ‘the Government 
has demonstrated a commitment to respond 
to the growing demands of Cambodia’s 
citizens and we remain optimistic that 
Cambodia is headed towards a more 
transparent and accountable future.” 

It pointed to a number of government 
-led efforts to stamp out corruption, 
including the work of the Anti -Corruption 
Unit (ACU) and the introduction of official 
public fees at government ministries. 

Cambodia’s position on the CPI was 
determined based on the findings of seven 
statistical data sources, including reports 
from the World Economic Forum, the 
World Bank and the Economist Intelligence 
Unit. 

Denmark is perceived as the “cleanest” 
country this year, with a score of 91 , followed 
by New Zealand, Finland and Sweden. 

Somalia, North Korea and Afghanistan 
tied for last place, with scores of 8, while 
Cambodia fell immediately behind Burma, 
Burundi and Zimbabwe, which landed in 
157th place with 21 points. 

The TIC board members said that 
one of the ways Cambodia could offset its 
dismal reputation would be to pass the 
long-awaited and much-called for Freedom 
of Information law, a draft of which was 
rejected by the National Assembly in 
January. 

“This measure will provide the public 
with the rights and mechanisms to participate 
more actively in the fight against corruption 


and therefore helps the government to 
achieve better results,” TIC said. 

At the same time, the TIC board took 
note of a proposed cyber law that rights 
groups say would restrict freedom of 
speech, particularly on social -net working 
sites, and urged the government instead to 
focus on introducing legal protections for 
whistle-blowers who expose corruption. 

Chhay Savuth, vice chairman of the 
government’s Anti -Corrupt ion Unit, was 
defiant about the efforts that have been 
made to tackle the issue. 

“It is their right to mention that 
Cambodia is ranked badly corrupt, but 
Cambodia has been developing, such as 
the construction of schools and bridges,” 
Mr Savuth said. 

“If we had corruption, how could 
this all happen? We can see it with our own 
eyes together,” he added, before declining 
to comment further. 

Several health officials were last 
month exposed by the Global Fund to 
Fight AIDS, Tuberculosis and Malaria as 
having been paid hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in kickbacks— one of the most 
recent examples of deeply engrained cor- 
ruption at a high level. 

Just last week, the ACU also 
swooped on three state utility and tax officials 
in two separate cases of forgery and bribe 
taking.

number of active Cambodian 
voters may be a fixed number 
that with the 2011 turnout of 
9,946 was sufficient to win a 
seat but proved insufficient 
when the 2013 turnout rose to 
11,581. 

Looking at the ward by ward 
performance by both Nuon and 
Pech in both 2011 and 2013 dis- 
proved that theory. Both made 
substantial gains in wards that 
have the most Cambodian voters 
(Wards 2, 3, 4, and 7). However, 
that same comparison shows that 
both Nuon and Pech, but espe- 
cially Nuon, lost a substantial 
number of votes from 2011 to 
2013 in the wards that have the 
fewest Cambodian voters (Wards 
1, 6, and 9 - both also lost 
ground in Ward 8 which has a 
substantial Cambodian population 
but has other issues that will be a 
subject of a future post). 

Here is a ward by ward com- 
parison of the change in vote 
totals for both Vesna Nuon (VN) 
and Van Pech (VP) showing the 
actual change in votes plus that 
change as a percentage: 

W1 - ' VN = -238 (-40%) — VP = 
+8 (+3%) 

W2 - ' VN = +51 (+23%) — VP = 
+112 (+81%) 

W3 - VN = +40 (+13%) — VP = 
+54 (+30%) 

W4 - VN = +60 (+16%) — VP = 
+130 (+62%) 

W5 - VN = +11 (+7%) — VP = 
+35 (+37%) 

W6 - VN = -1 14 (-31 %) — VP = 
-22 (-13%) 

W7 - VN = +96 (+44%) — VP = 
+86 (+57%) 

W8 - VN = -188 (-30%) — VP - 
-51 (-18%) 

W9-VN = -88 (-28%) — VP = - 
25 (-14%) 

W10 - VN = +15 (+9%) — VP = 
+57 (-+65%) 

Wll - VN = -20 (-7%) - VP = 
+11 (+7%) 

Citywide = VN = -371 (-10%) — 
VP = +374 (+20%) 

There is no doubt that Vesna 
Nuon became engulfed in con- 
troversial issues during this 
council term, some of his own 
making (campaign finances and 
rental property) and others (rati- 
fying Gerry Nutter’s appoint- 
ment to the election commission 
and opposing the move to censure 


Mayor Murphy) that collectively 
extracted an electoral price. 
Although Vesna provided the 
Lowell Sun with the ammunition, 
the newspaper repeatedly ham- 
mered him with negative stories. 
That coverage could account for 
the plunge in Vesna ’s support in 
Ward 1 which has by far the oldest 
median age of voters of any ward 
in the city (i.e., the people most 
likely to still read a newspaper). 

But what of Van Pech? He 
ran one of the most positive, 
issues-oriented campaigns seen in 
this or any other election, yet he 
saw a substantial loss of votes 
from his 2011 performance in 
certain sections of the city. The 
increase in overall turnout from 
2011 (9,946) to 2013 (11,581) 
was 16%. For a candidate who 
ran in both 2011 and 2013 to 
stay the same, his vote total 
should have risen by the same 
percentage. While Van Pech’s 
citywide total did increase by 
more than that amount (his went 
up 20%), his performance 
greatly exceeded that in the 
wards with the most Cambodian 
voters (up 81% in ward 2, up 
62% in ward 4). Had his vote in 
all the other parts of the city 
increased in the same proportion 
as the overall turnout increased - 
by 16% - he still would not have 
won a seat but he would have 
been far more competitive than he 
was. 

There are many possible 
explanations for the slippage in 
support for Cambodian candidates 
in the wards with the fewest 
Cambodians, some benign, 
some not so benign. It’s an issue 
worth exploring further. Once the 
purged voter file becomes available 
in a few weeks, we can look in 
great detail at who voted where 
and perhaps draw some conclu- 
sions at that time. In the meantime, 
the Cambodian people in Lowell 
should be encouraged by the 
substantial increase in turnout 
that was seen in the wards in 
which most of them live. That 
may be little consolation when a 
member of the community is no 
longer on the city council, but in 
politics, it’s important to take 
the long view and that increase 
in turnout is a positive develop- 
ment.
